This was a former German casern area whioh was completely destroyed during WW II 
and was entirely rebuilt since that time. There were about 15 three-story and 
four-story buildings lining the state road (name of road unknown), which were used 
for military and dependent housing. One could see from the road that soldiers and 
their dependents were living in these buildings. Altogether there were about 30 
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buildinga in the oaMrnj utilisation o f tba buildings, othor than tbosa lining 
ths stats read, was unknown. About half of tbsso buildings wsrs oonstruotsd of 
rod brisk and half, of gray stueeo. Around ths oasorn was a stssl piokst fanes 
about 2f n Ugh.

The casern waa oosposed of red briok buildings, two and three stories high (number 
of taildings unknown), whi oh bordered on a large, open, and flat formation field 
(dimensions unknown) on three sides. On the fourth side there was a heavy wire 
fenoe about four maters high with a cement base and a main entranoe. Tte entrance 
had a two-part, ornamental wrought iron gate about three maters high. There were 
two guards In WOP uniforms stationed at the gate.
